Recession hits as SVR visitor tally falls 


VISITOR numbers have fallen at 
one of the Wyre Forest’s principal 
tourist attractions. 

The Severn Valley Railway 
carried 225,570 passengers during 
the year — down by about 23,000 on 
the near-record figures of 2009. 

SVR general manager Nick Ralls 
said: “The reality of recession 
always comes some time after the 
fact. 

“In 2009, so many businesses 
were saying: ‘Recession — what 
recession?” 

“But unfortunately, the effects 


always catch up later, and that is 
what we are seeing here. 

“We have to take it on the chin and 
draw encouragement from the fact 
that the leisure and tourism market 
has slowly started to edge back 
towards stability.” 

Taken against the railway’s 
average passenger figures over the 
last 10 years — 230,400 — the 2010 
result is 5,000 down, representing 
five or six fewer passengers per 
train over the 12 months. 

SVR hopes of an end-of-season 
boost during the Santa season in

December — normally the railway’s 
busiest month — were severely hit by 
the Arctic weather which forced the 
cancellation of a number of trains. 
A points problem at Kiddermin- 
ster on Christmas Eve added to the 
woe, causing six of the day’s 11 
scheduled trains to be cancelled.

But 2010 wasn’t all gloom. Extra 
advertising, combined with a 
schools summer holiday Kids for a 
Quid promotion, brought more than 
40,000 people to the railway during 


August —one of the best results in its 
40 years. The SVR will promote a 
big programme of special events in 
2011, including a three-day Swing- 
ing Sixties event (May 20-22) head- 
lined by leading tribute bands to 
The Beatles (The Upbeat Beatles), 
The Kinks (The Kinx), and The Who 
(The Hwo) in a series of concerts 
under the all-glass canopy at Kid- 
derminster station. 

Also planned for the event are a 
1960s fashion show, displays of 
Meccano, Scalextric and children’s 
toys, Morris Minors, and 1960s-

They were 
later reimbursed by the society. 

Ever since, organisers Angela 
Phillips and husband Gary have 
been waiting anxiously to discover 
the fate of this year’s festival. 

Mrs Philips, who wrote to the

council at the start of January, is 
still awaiting a reply. 

She said: “I have already 
started planning for this year’s 
bank holiday show. I’m not going 
to wait around for the council to 
make their decision because we 
don’t have time for that. 

“Last year’s council proposal 
was so last minute and even 
though many vehicles were 
allowed to remain on the field we 
still lost out, because we were the 
ones that had to pay back the 
parking charges. 


Heavy 


“Tt is so silly to ask the holders 
to walk from their stalls to their 
cars every time they need to stock 
up, especially because many of the 
items are very heavy. We under- 
stand that there are rules that 
need to be met, but we have been 
running the show for more than 20 
years and never have we encoun- 
tered any problems. 

“T have been told that these reg- 
ulations were being spread out 
across other similar locations in 
Stourport but stallholders who 
feature at our festival said they 
have had no trouble on any other 
site,” she added. 

“It has been a real bombshell. 


We all hope that this year’s event 
will go ahead but if vehicles are 
going to be forced off the field then 
we will, without a doubt, lose 
stalls, and without stalls we just 
don’t have a show.” 

She said stallholder vehicles 
taking up parking spaces last year 
meant less room for visitors. 

Michael Ecob, who has been 
society president for six years, 
said: “In my time here I have never 
known anything like this to come 
about. If these restrictions come in 
to force it will affect a lot of people 
and would be a huge blow. 

“Common sense should be 
allowed to prevail but I can see 
that it’s going to take some serious 
discussion with the council.” 

Councillor Tracey Onslow, 
cabinet member for community 
and partnership services, said: 
“We want to support the society 
and this event. We will discuss any 
issues or concerns with the organ- 
isers in order to resolve them so 
that everyone can enjoy the show 
in safety. Like the organisers 
themselves we need to ensure the 
safety of everyone at the event 
including children who would be 
walking around the field at the 
same time as vehicle manoeu- 
vres.”

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Town’s heritage weaves 
Its way into the museum 


IT WEAVED a reputation as a carpet capital of 
the world, creating designs which have graced 
floors from cricket pavilions to airport lounges 
and ocean liners. 

Now a new project aims to turn the spotlight on 
skills which remain among the pride of the region. 

A new museum is planned to focus on Kidderminster’s 
illustrious carpet-making heritage, showing visitors how its 
reputation spread throughout the world. Kidderminster 
Carpet Museum Trust has been working for years to set up 
the museum, which is expected to bring in 24,000 visitors a 
year. 

Members hope that the museum at the Grade II listed 
former carpet-making factory The Stourvale Mill in Green 
Street will become an attraction as well-known as the Black 
Country Living Museum, Dudley, and the Red House Glass 
Cone, Wordsley. 

: The exterior of the building has been given a £500,000 ren- 
~ ° ovation by Morrisons, which is based nearby. 

The trust has leased the building from the supermarket for 
50 years in order to create the carpet museum. 

“Carpets is Kidderminster — and Kidderminster is carpets” 
is an old phrase that rings true today, says Charles Talbot, 
one of the key movers behind the project. 

Despite the demise of all but a handful of the 25 or so carpet 
companies that used to be based in the town, the industry

still runs in the veins of many local people. And none more so 
than Charles, whose ancestors founded one of the town’s 
early carpet manufacturing firms, G and H Talbot and Sons, 
in 1735. A former mayor of Kidderminster, who served the 
town as a Tory in 1965, Charles is now a driving force behind 
the planned new museum dedicated to the industry. 

His ancestors moved from Wolverley to Kidderminster in 
the 1650s and were originally clothiers. But then the family 
spread from cloth manufacturing into carpets. 

Henry Talbot, who founded the family carpet firm with his 
brother George, was Charles’s_ great-great-great- 
greatgrandfather. The family eventually sold their business, 
in 1869, to a young entrepreneur called Michael Tomkinson, 
who went on to develop it into one of the town’s most famous 
and succesful companies. 


Solicitors 


The son of Brierley Hill’s former MP, Conservative John 
Talbot, who served from 1959 to 1967, Charles himself is a 
lawyer. Now aged 79, he lives with his wife Jean in the village 
of Rock, near Bewdley, and still does consultancy work for 
Painters solicitors in Kidderminster. 

The legal eagle side of the family started with Charles’s 
great-greatgrandfather William but he has always been fas- 
cinated by his forebears’ historical links to the area’s major 
industry. Charles said: “The man who started the carpet 
museum project in 1980 was Kenneth Tomkinson, who was

grandson of Michael and sales director of Tomkinson’s. He 
and I met up and agreed there had got to be a carpet museum 
in the area. “He asked me to be a trustee and to do all the pre- 
liminary legal work. Unfortunately, Kenneth died in 1987 
but I have continued with the work he set me. 

“From 1992 to 1997 the project went into abeyance but I 
revived it in 1997, when a cousin of Kenneth’s, Richard Pugh- 
Cook, joined me—him as chairman and meas secretary of the 
trust. 

“Even though I’ve never been involved in carpets myself, 
the industry runs in my blood, and my wife Jean is equally 
committed to our work to get the museum off the ground.” 

The number of carpet factories in Kidderminster has dwin- 
dled, and the 15,000-strong workforce is now down to 1,200. 

“Even having just five factories is five more than most 
towns — so Kidderminster is still synonymous with the carpet 
industry,” said Charles. “The town concentrates on woven 
carpet, as distinct from tufted, which is more the fashion 
now.” 

Agrant of £1.9m towards the museum was approved by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) last September following years 
of work by the trust. And members hope it will be a matter of 
months before they don hard hats to watch as the museum is 
built. It is scheduled to open to the public in October 2012. 

The museum will be split into two sections, one part cele- 
brating Kidderminster’s carpet-making heritage and the 
other charting the history of the town itself. 
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KIDDERMINSTER mayor Coun- 
cillor Jeffrey Baker is looking for 
some late Christmas gifts.

Tourist couple fly home 
as unrest rocks Tunisia 


Safely back - Bill and Brenda Carr, of Bewdley, flew out of Tunisia 


A BEWDLEY couple had to abandon 
their fortnight’s holiday after just 
three days after unrest rocked Tunisia. 

Bill and Brenda Carr, of Cleobury 
Road, were among the tourists on an 
emergency flight which landed at 
Birmingham on Saturday. 

More than 3,000 Britons fled over 
the weekend amid violent riots. 

But Mr Carr, aged 69, said he and his 
70-year-old wife had not encountered 
any trouble. 

“We have seen no problems at all,” he 
said. “The most we saw was coming 


back on the coach and there were a lot 
of army soldiers on the road. 

“We had three days of a fortnight and 
were then told there was a chance we 
would be coming back. 

“Ttis ashame as it looked a nice place 
but you just can’t take a chance,” added 
Mr Carr. 

Dozens of people have died in the 
clashes, including 42 people killed ina 
fire at a jail in Monastir in eastern 
Tunisia.

Glimpse of 
past stays 
for future 


VISITORS to a museum near Kidder- 
minster now have even longer to 
enjoy a nostalgic look back at life in 
the 1950s and 1960s. 

From Ration Book to Rolling Stones 
first opened at Worcestershire County 
Museum based at Hartlebury Castle in 
May last year and was due to come to an 
end last month.

Oil thefts increase as prices soar 


SOARING prices have led to 
a wave of fuel and heating oil 
thefts in the area. 


Heating oil worth around 
£325 was stolen from a tank 
outside a property in Brockhill 
Lane, Beoley, between Tuesday, 
January 4, and Sunday, 
January 9. 

It is believed the oil was 
siphoned off from a field adjoin- 
ing the property. 

Seven hundred litres of 
kerosene heating oil were taken 


from a tank at Broome, Stour- 
bridge and reported on Decem- 
ber 18 while around £1,000 
worth of red diesel was stolen 
from Bewdley Pines golf club, 
Habberley Road, at about 
7.30pm on Tuesday, January 4. 

Police are warning people to 
be on their guard and are advis- 
ing owners of storage tanks to 
review their security. 

Oil and liquified petroleum 
has risen in cost by around 70 
per cent in around four months 
due to a combination of price 


and duty increases. Inspector 
Julian Smith, of West Mercia 
Police, said: “The price of 
heating oil has rocketed in 
recent months and that could 
make it more attractive to 
thieves. 

“As many of the properties 
that use this type of fuel tend to 
be in isolated or rural areas 
where there are no gas mains it 
does make these tanks more 
vulnerable. 

“We would urge owners to be 
vigilant and to report any suspi- 


cious activity around their or 
neighbouring properties as well 
as reviewing the security of 
their storage tanks.” 

Crime risk manager Pc Stan 
Baker said: “Perimeter security 
is an important consideration 
for householders who have fuel 
storage tanks. 

“We would also recommend 
the installation of security 
lighting and fitting an alarm 
which indicates if the oil level 
has suddenly dropped. Fuel 
locking caps are also available.”

Wizard Sir Stanley cast 
a spell on supporters 


A FOOTBALL fanatic who 
met sporting hero Sir 
Stanley Matthews in Kid- 
derminster 50 years ago 
has relived the day — and 
his devastation at losing 
the legend’s autograph. 


Paul Hooper discovered the 
picture in his collection of sporting 
memorabilia during a clearout at 
his home in Forester Way. 


The photograph, taken at the 
then Co-Operative store on 
Worcester Street in the mid- , sees 
10-year-old Paul clutching his 
autograph book as he stands with 
other fans. 


Sir Stanley, also known as “The 
wizard of dribble” is regarded as 
one of the greatest football players 
of all time. More than five decades 
ago he was touring the country 
and went to Kidderminster to 
promote his new football boots.

The hard-toed, brown leather 
boots hanging on the wall in the 
photograph are far removed from 
today’s multicoloured footwear. 

Mr Hooper recalls that the 
England winger spent about an 
hour at the store speaking to his 
fans about life as a footballer and 
his love for the sport. 


Searched 


He said: “Over the years I have 
always kept all of my sporting col- 
lectables in a box but when I 
realised that I couldn't find 
Stanley’s autograph amongst 
them, I was devastated. I have 
searched everywhere for it. 

“T was absolutely awe-inspired 
when I met him because he is def- 
initely one of the most famous 
footballers the game has ever 
seen.” 

Comparing the legend with 


some of today’s Premiership foot- 
ballers, Mr Hooper believes there 
will never be another like him. 

He said: “Stanley was far from 
being anything like some of the 
players we see today, who really 
take their sport for granted. 

“Tt’s not just about the skill any 
more it’s about how much money 
can be made from it. I idolised 
Stanley, as did a lot of people. It 
would be great if anybody from the 
picture can remember this won- 
derful day as well as I do.” 

Blackpool and Stoke great Sir 
Stanley was twice European Foot- 
baller of the Year and played his 
last competitive game in the old 
first division at the age of 50. 

His ashes are buried beneath 
Stoke City’s Britannia Stadium 
which he officially opened in 1997.

Colin Firth delivers the performance of his life 


Tears and laughter In 
Colin’s crowning glory 


THE KING’S SPEECH (12A) 
he British are coming!” 
famously declared screen- 
writer Colin Welland in 1982 
when he collected his Oscar for 
Chariots Of Fire. 

Nearly 30 years later, his prophecy 
seems to be coming true. 

Slumdog Millionaire was the toast of Tin- 
seltown in 2008, garnering almost every 
trophy in sight, and now The King’s Speech 
is poised to do the same, and win Colin Firth 
a well-deserved Academy Award into the 
bargain. 

Last year, the British actor was cruelly 
denied a golden statuette for his revelatory 
performance as a suicidal gay lecturer in 
Tom Ford’s directorial debut, A Single Man. 

This year, he should definitely practise his 
self-deprecating acceptance speech for this 
heartrending portrayal of King George VI in 
Tom Hooper’s majestic comedy drama. On 
Sunday he picked up the Golden Globe for 
best actor in the awards given by Hollywood 
Foreign Press Association, which are seen 
as a good indicator for the Oscars. 

Firth is matched laugh for laugh by Geof- 


frey Rush in imperious form, and the cream 
of homegrown acting talent provides illustri- 
ous support, including Timothy Spall as 
Winston Churchill. 

The King’s Speech is an impeccably 
crafted chapter from recent British history 
that charts a remarkable and unlikely friend- 
ship between two men from opposite sides 
of the class divide. 

When King George V (Michael Gambon) 
dies in 1936, eldest son Edward (Guy 
Pearce) ascends to the throne, but his reign 
is shrouded in scandal as he continues to 
romance American divorcee, Wallis 
Simpson (Eve Best). 

Love triumphs over duty and Edward 
abdicates, forcing youngest son Albert 
(Firth) into the spotlight. 

However, the newly crowned King George 
VI suffers from a crippling stammer, which 
renders him unable to deliver public 
addresses. 

With war imminent and the country 
looking to its King for leadership, Queen 
Elizabeth (Helana Bonham _ Carter) 
approaches unconventional Australian- 
born speech therapist Lionel Logue (Rush) 
on the recommendation of a friend. 


“She said your antipodean methods were 
both unconventional and controversial. 
Those are two of my favourite words,” 
smiles Elizabeth, persuading Lionel to help 
her husband overcome his fears. 

The King’s Speech is a crowd-pleasing, 
heart-tugging gem, seen through the eyes of 
aman who is frightened to say a word for 
fear of what might — or might not-— come out. 

David Seidler’s script elegantly dissects 
the relationship between monarch and com- 
moner, creating memorable exchanges that 
provide the film with huge laughs and a 
strong emotional heartbeat. 

Firth delivers the performance of his life, 
battling valiantly against his condition, while 
Rush is hysterical as the linguist who refuses 
any concessions to his king. 

“My castle, my rules,” he maintains. 

Their double-act is glorious, including an 
unforgettable barrage of expletives in the 
name of therapy. 

“Do you know the f word?” asks Lionel. 

“FL. .f... fornication?” replies Albert nerv- 
ously. 

The finale is guaranteed to have audi- 
ences cheering and sobbing with joy. 


Old Celtic magic brings 
horror into 21st century 


OUTCAST - CERT 18 
utcast is a wannabe 
horror film which draws 
on ancient Celtic tradi- 

tion and is set among the 
modern landscape of a bleak 
high rise estate somewhere in 
Edinburgh. 

The plot centres around a mys- 
terious mother and son who 
move into one of the flats and are 
on the run from a deadly pursuer 
Cathal, played by a bearded 
James Nesbitt. 

Using an ancient form of magic 
to keep themselves hidden from 
their hunter, Irish travellers Mary, 
played by Kate Dickie and her 
teenage son, Fergal —- Niall 
Bruton, wind up in the dingy flat. 

It seems their only neighbour is 
a family which includes the 
streetwise and pretty Petronella, 
a Scottish/Romany girl played by 
Hanna Stanbridge who befriends 
Fergal and finds him an oasis in 


the tangle of her life coping with 
her retarded brother and alco- 
holic mother. 

Mary is extremely protective of 
her son and for good reason for 
they hide a secret which when 
unleashed leaves a trail of dead 
bodies. She is dedicated to 
keeping her son out of the 
clutches of Cathal but now has 
the added complication of 
keeping him away from any 
romantic entanglement with 
Petronella. 

Cathal using his own style of 
dark magic to hunt his quarry 
creates panic for Mary and her 
son as she discovers he is closing 
in 

Problems 


Using her own blood and pro- 
tective symbols around their new 
home Mary uses all her witch-like 
powers to keep prying eyes away 
and to avoid the inevitable show- 
down with their Van Helsing-style 
hunter. 

One of the problems with this 
film is it never seems sure of what 
it is, it’s not gory enough and 
takes itself too seriously to be a 
slasher movie. 

It isn’t really scary enough to be 
a full-blown horror film and 
doesn’t really have enough 
special effects to be a sci-fi 
movie. 

There are, as you can imagine, 
the set pieces of the minor char- 
acters wondering around the

dark concrete landscape just 
waiting to be attacked. 

You have to give it to director 
Colm McCarthy he does create a 
menacing arena with his shots of 
the bleak urban surroundings in 
which the characters dwell. 
However, Nesbitt is never fully 
convincing as the brooding 
hunter protected by the ancient 
symbols tattooed into his flesh as 
he goes on his quest. 

He even comes over as a little 
incompetent as the one thing he 
is told about leaving a trail he 
forgets almost immediately. 

Outcast doesn’t really have the 
jump factor as a horror film and 
never really builds the tension 
high enough to keep you on the 
edge of your seat.
